A person experienced in mining, 
lumbering or logging entering Can- 
ada to engage in assured employ- 
ment in any one of such industries, 

It will be noted that complete fam- 
ilies who would need separate homes 
in towns or cities are not eligible. 

The Canadian who brings in a rel- 
stives*must be in a position to house 
and establish that relative. 

The officers must be satisfied abomt 
the record, the character and desir- 
ability, of the immigrant, There is 
sometimes difficulty regarding fron- 
tier controls, identification, etc. in 
Europe. Medical examination must 
be made before embarkation, The 
minister made the following state- 
ment: 

Medical facilities are established in 
Brussels, Paris and The Hague.

Garry Oats 


Many farmers are asking for 
further information on the new 
variety of oats that has recently 
been named “Garry,” 

Breeding Work, The work at 
the Dominion Laboratory of Cereal 
Breeding, begun in 1925, has 
been concentrated from the first 


on the development of cereal 
varieties that are resistant to 
disease, At the outset it was real- 


ized that’ complete resistance to 
all diseases of importance could not 
be combined in one variety in one 
step: that it would be necessary to 
proceed by stages. Consequently, 
in the ‘oat breeding work, which has 
been continuously under the direc- 
tion -f Mr. J. N. Welsh, the first 
grouj) of new varieties ‘produced, 
namely, # Vangu: ard, Ajax, ¢ and 
Exetor, were resistant to the com- 
monly occurring races of stem rust 
but did not have resistance to other 
taces of stem rust which, * until 
pepe ty, were quite rare in Western 
Canada. Unfortunately, these varie- 
ties were also susceptible to crown 
rust and to smut. 

Resistance to Rust and Smut. In 
the production of the new variety 
“Garry,” the breeding work has 
passed beyond the first stage. For 
Instance, it has now been possible to 
combine in one variety not only 
resistance to all the known races of 
stem rust but resistance to crown 
rust and smut as well, In addition 
to this increased disease resistance 
Garry oats have good strength of 
straw, are medium early in time of 
maturity, and produce a good 
plump sample of white oats. © 

Seed Distribution. Seed of Garry 
oats will not be available for general 
distribution until the end of the 
1947 crop season, Applications for 
seed, however, may be sent to the 
Dominion Laboratory of Cereal 
Breeding ‘at the University of 
Manitoba, Winnipeg. They will be 
kept on file and looked after at the 
first opportunity. fitter

at times, however, that for people in many other parts of the world the sit- 


uation has not improved as speedily as it has for us here. People are contin- 
uing to die of starvation in China and India and in some parts of Europe 
rations are still very limited. At the end of the war food was one of the most 
vital matters facing the world. It was expected that by the end of 1946 the 
situation would have ceased to be a major problem, but it now appears that 
it may continue to cause considerable concern in the coming months,

because of drought conditions European crops did not

lier in the year. Another is a slowing up of the delivery of food from those 
countries which have supplies to export. In the case of Canada alone, it is 
reported that exports between August and November, 1945, amounted to 153 
million bushels of wheat and flour, while for the same period in 1946, the 
amount sent out from this country was less than half of the previous year’s 
figure.

GROW RICE CROP 


LEETON, Australia.—Two sisters 
who have managed a mixed 525-acre 
farm in this New South Wales dis- 
trict for 25 years have proved that 
women can succeed at rice farming 
in Australia, 

They are Margaret and Lois Grant 
whose father, Donald Grant, celebrat- 
ed his 10ist birthday last year. 

The Grant property grows rice, 
oats, fruit and vegetables, and in 
1929 won the first prize ever given 
for an Australian rice crop. It was 
one of the first of six farms in the 
district to grow riceg well, and Mr. 
Grant and Miss Margaret Grant sold 
the crop in Melbourne for £15 ($48) 
a ton, 

The Grant home is a comfortable 
English, style bungalow which the sig- 
ters designed themselves. Around the 
lounge-room walls are rare Chinese 
prints which have been in the family 
for several hundred years. Doulton 
china, early pewter mugs and other 
family treasures from England are 
along the mantelpiece. 

Mr. Grant came to Australia in 
1865 after receiving a grant from the 
Duke of Sutherland for military ser- 
vice. He worked for nine years on a 
station of 300,000 sheep in the River- 
ina district of southern New South 
Wales, and became station manager. 
His two daughters were born there, 
and the family went to the Leeton 
district in 1912.
